On a warm Sunday evening of October 1871, a brief lapse in 
carefulness sparked a fire at modest midwest home. It didn't seem 
particularily threatening or uncontrollable. 

But it was. 

Thirty hours later 2,100 acres of Chicago were a blackened, 
smouldering waste. More that 200 of its citizens had perished, 
100,000 were homeless, almost 17,500 buildings were in ruins. 

Direct losses were $168,000,000. the indirect costs incalculable. 

To mark the Chicago conflagration. Fire Prevention Week is 
observed annually during the week containing October 9th, its an¬ 
niversary date. A reminder of the needless tragedy and waste 
of fire, the observance originated in 1911 as Fire Prevention Day 
at the suggestion of the Fire Mbrshals Association of North Ame¬ 
rica. now a section of the National Fire Protection Association. 

Fire Prevention Week was first officially proclaimed in 1922 
in both the United States and Canada. 

Its message is this: fires are not deplorable accidents, but the 
consequences of “neglect and carelessness". And Fire Prevention 
Week is a time to check defenses against fiF-e in our homes and 
places of work, to make sure our personal habits are fire safe ones.

A COMMUNITY IS WHAT YOU MAKE IT! 


During the past summer, over 
150 families have moved into the 
PMQs at Griesbach, Unlike the 
other communities of Edmonton, 
the residents of Griesbach share 
a common bond through the Ser¬ 
vice, and consequently are used 
to working together to achieve a 
common purpose. 

The Community Council, which 
represents the residents of Gries¬ 
bach was formed to foster the de¬ 
velopment of organizations and 
committees in the field of educa¬ 
tion, welfare, recreation and char¬ 
acter-building among the adults 
and children of Griesbach. In ad¬ 
dition, the Council arranges, where 
possible, for such amenities foi 
dependents, not provided by the 
Army; is a local authority to whom 
the community problems oan be 
referred; and gives the Command¬ 
er, Alberta Area, a clear picture 
of the needs and problems of the 
Married Quarters. 

In keeping with these terms, 
the Community Council meets onctj 
each month, normally the third 
Monday, to consider the best 
means of achieving the aims foi 
which it was formed, and to as¬ 
sist the community. 

During the year the council 
sponsors a great number of act¬ 
ivities, many of which involve a 
ronsiderable expenditure of coun¬ 
cil funds. For the small youngsters 
there are the supervised wading 
pools and playgrounds, built and 
maintained at community expense. 
Fcr boys there is hockey, baseball, 
the junior rifle club, and boxing; 
for girls the gym closses and 
ballet; for the senior public high 
school students, the book rental 
system supported solely by the 
council and the rental fee; during 
the sumrme, there is the Day 
Camp; while all ependents can 
enjoy badminton, archery, tennis, 
the library, the Bugle, skating at 
both the community rink and the 
Edmonton Gardens, the Communi¬ 
ty Fair, and the Gardens ana 
Christmas decorating contests. 


The Scouts. Cubs, Guides and 
Brownies are directly sponsored 
oy the Council. 

Many of these activities are 
dependent solely on the the Coim¬ 
munity Council for finascial sup¬ 
port. The main source of revenue 
for the Council is the semi-annual 
fee of $3.00. While this is volunt¬ 
ary, it is obvious that a compre¬ 
hensive community program can 
only be achieved when all re¬ 
sidents contribute. The members 
of the officers and sergeants mes¬ 
ses can subscribe through their 
mess accounts, while other serv¬ 
ing members in the community are 
expected to make their semi-an¬ 
nual contribution through their 
own unit. The fees for the next 
period come due in October, and 
residents are urged to make their 
financial contribution. 

In the past, some members of 
the Community have not contribut¬ 
ed to the Association. As a result 
it became necessary for Council 
to exclude those dependents of 
non-members of the Association 
from participating in activities 
for which the Council provided the 
majority of financial support. It 
is just not possible to extend these 
facilities to include the depend¬ 
ents that do not contribute. Con¬ 
sequently, each family belonging 
to the Association is now issued 
with a card showing a member¬ 
ship number, which entitles all the 
family to participate in sponsored 
activities of the community. All 
residents are therefore urged to 
make sure they have paid their 
voluntary dues and are in posses¬ 
sion of the membership card for 
the family. 

As important as the financial 
contribution, is the need for actual 
help im organizing, guiding, and 
assisting in one of the manp act¬ 
ivities in the community. Contact 
the organizer of the activity that 
Interests you and offer your as¬ 
sistance.

For the past two years, Gries¬ 
bach has entered a team in the 
Bnatam Football League which is 
sponsored by the Edmonton 
Huskies.

Protective Hockey equipment 
can be purchased at a reduced 
rat© through the team coaches. 
This is good quality equipment 
that will not be provided free by 
th© council. 

Application has gone forward 
for an additional GP hut similar 
to the present library building to 
be set up at right angle to the 
library. Most of this will be used 
by the Griesbach Young People's 
Association as a clubhouse and 
the remainder as a sundries out¬ 
let.

ACCIDENT PRONE? 


You think you have troubles? 
Read this letter from a bricklayer, 
reprinted in a British newspaper: 
"Respected Sir: 

When I got to the building, I 
found that the hurricane had 
knocked some bricks off the top, 
so I rigged a beam with a pulley 
at the top of the building and 
hoisted up a couple of barrels of 
bricks. When I had fixed the build¬ 
ing, there was a lot of bricss left 
over.

At this point I must have lost 
my presence of mind, because 1 
let go the line. The barrell then 
came down again, giving me an¬ 
other heavy blow on the head.

Over the past few months I have made a comprehensive study 
into the various seasonings and spices and their uses. Many dishes 
could be improved, by adding a little spice. A lot of cooks have 
a good deal of spices available but do not know how to use them 
to their best advantage. So I shall print a short list of some of 
the common spices and their use3, which I find is a good guide to 
well spiced meals.

Just before taking broiled chicken out of the oven, season and 
sprinkle with finely minced Tarragon and serve with pan gravy. 

A pinch of Savoy gives a lift to scrambled eggs, is available as 
"Sav.-y Leaves" or "Ground Savory". 

Add a dash of Rosemary to boiled potatoes in the early stages 
f cooking. 

A pinch cf Nutmeg adds flavour to th© crust for meat pie. 
Sprinkle canned asparagus with Caraway before heating.

There may be a fairly large 
percentage of the tenants in the 
PMQs that do not realize, as do 
the majcrity of the people that 
rent suites and houses, that there 

distinct possibility that if their 
rented premises burns down they 
may be held responsible for the 
less or a portion thereof. 

The owner of the property must 
pr ve that the lessee is at fault 
end once this has been establish¬ 
ed the tenant may suffer a very 
serious monetary loss. 

Under the usual personal liabi¬ 
lity program, there is an agree¬ 
ment for FIRE LEGAL LIABILITY, 
but normally the assured is only 
covered when in temporary re¬ 
sidence, and, therefore, the type 
cf loss under discussion is ex¬ 
cluded. 

However, there are policies oh 
the market today specifically de¬ 
signed to protect the person living 
in a rented residence. These are 
ncrmally classed as Tenants Pack¬ 
age Policies, and cover not only 
the legal liability aspect, but also 
personal property, on and off pre¬ 
mises, additional living expenses, 
and a complete comprehensive 
personal liability program. 

Proper engineering of a policy 
of this nature can plug all loop 
holes and give' a tenant propei 
piece of mind. 

Glass coverage can be includea 
in the above policy with a $5.00 
deductible so that if a window in 
your residence is accidently 
broken, you know that the most 
that it can cost you is $5.00. 

The above coverage may sound 
like an expensive commodity but 
on calculation whereby the as¬ 
sured would be covered for $5,000 
personal property, personal liab¬ 
ility, ets., cost would not go over 
twenty some odd dollars a year. 

It is always wise to remember 
the old axiom, "Insurance is but 
a piece of paper until claim time, 
then it is either, still a piece of 
paper or Peace of Mind". 

SAGE DATE ANNOUNCED 

On Sep. 26, tht underground 
SAGE site at North Bay, Ont., of¬ 


ficially became the first fully 
operational "hard" SAGE instal¬ 
lation in N rth America. 

SAGE, (Semi-Automatic Ground 
Environment) is basically a 275- 
ton computer which collects data 
from radar sites, analyses it and 
displays it to aid controllers in 
directing manned or unmanned 
interceptcrs aganist any enemy 
airborne threat. The unique feat¬ 
ure of North Bay's site is its 
underground location. Carved out 
of the heart of the 1,000-foot "Re¬ 
servoir Hill" it is almort impregn¬ 
able. 

In a formal military ceremony, 
complete with bands, color guard, 
and military parade, the two of¬ 
ficers responsible for implement¬ 
ing the SAGE scheme. Air Vice- 
Marshal W. W. Bean, the RCAF's 
Air Member for Technical So r- 
vices, and Major General Charles 
H. Terhune, Jr., Commander of 
the United States Air Force Elect¬ 
ronic Systems Division, turned the 
site over to the Air Officer Com¬ 
manding Air Defence Command, 
Air Vice-Marshal M. M. Hendrick, 
by means of a scroll presenta¬ 
tion. 

Air Vice-Marshal Hendrick in 
turn presented a scroll to Air Vice- 
Marshal J. B. Harvey, Commander 
of Northern Norad Region, who 
then assumed operational respons¬ 
ibility for the site. 

Northern Norad Region is the 
largest of 7 similar regions in 
North America and provides air 
defence coverage for the North¬ 
west Territories, most of Ontario. 
Quebec, and the Maritime Pro¬ 
vinces, and the New England 
States. Its headquarters are sit¬ 
uated in the underground SAGE 
site at North Bay.

Associate Minister of National De¬ 
fence, addressed officers of the 
Corps at a mess dinner. Vimy 
Barracks here, home of the Royal 
Canadian Signals since 1937, was 
the scene of this formal function. 

Highlight of the events in King¬ 
ston was a ceremony in front of 
Frr ntenac County Court House 
Saturday morning granting the 
Freedom of the City to all mem¬ 
bers of the Royal Canadian Corps 
of Signals. This honour gave mem¬ 
bers of the Corps as a whole the 
hight to march through the streets 
cf Kingston with bayonets fixed 
and drums beating. 

Following this ceremony 1,000 
signalmen exercised their newly 
gained right by parading through 
downtown Kingston. The parade 
mached past the city hall where 
Mayor W. T. Mills took the sa¬ 
ute.
